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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the Payment of the Issue Fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the Issue Fee.

The references of record do not anticipate the claimed process inventions. In 
addition, the references alone or further in view of each other do not suggest or 
motivate one of ordinary skilled in the art to employ the specific process steps for the 
enriching of isotopes of actinide elements. 

In addition, the references further do not provide any reasonable rationale in light 
of the Supreme Court's recent decision in KSR International Co. v. Teleflex Inc (TFX)., 
82 USPQ2d 1385 (2007), that leads to a legal conclusion of obviousness for rejecting 
the claims based on the facts to yield legal conclusion of obviousness for the claimed 
subject matter enriching isotopes of actinides by the claimed processes. 

Examiner has also rejoined the withdrawn non-elected species.
